Woman Dies In 
Single Vehicle 
Crash Near Lake

A single-vehicle accident that occurred early Tuesday morning on 
Holmes Bend Road claimed the life of an Adair County woman and 
sent a man to a Lexington hospital for treatment of his injuries. 

According to a press release from the Adair County Sheriff’s 
Department, 31-year-old Amanda Spencer, of West Fortune Street 
in Columbia, was killed in the accident which occurred around 2:24 
a.m. about five miles from Columbia just north of the Happy 
Hollow Hill on Holmes Bend Road. Spencer was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Adair County Coroner Todd Akin. The coroner said 
that Spencer died as a result of multiple blunt force trauma to the 
head. 

A passenger in the vehicle, 25-year-old Kenneth Sweet, was 
transported to Westlake Regional Hospital by the Adair County 
EMS and later transferred to the University of Kentucky Medical 
Center for treatment of possible neck injuries. 

According to the report, Spencer was traveling on Holmes Bend 
Road in a 1996 Chevy Blazer when her vehicle ran off the roadway 
and overturned. Spencer, who was not wearing a seat belt, was 
partially ejected from the vehicle. 

Dense fog, speed and alcohol are believed to be factors in the 
accident, which is being investigated by Deputy Sheriff Justin 
Clay well. 

In addition to the Adair County EMS, the Adair County Fire 
Department also responded to the scene to assist with extrication of 
the occupants. 

Tuesday morning’s fatal accident was the third to occur on Adair 
County roadways this year.

Nearing Their Goal 

Group Just Short Of $40,000 
Needed To Build Mary’s House

The last week of June, members of the Cane Valley Christian 
Church embarked on an ambitious project to raise $40,000 to build 
a house for fellow church member Mary McGuffin, a single mother 
of seven whose home in the Keltner area was destroyed by fire on 
May 10. 

Now, roughly seven weeks later, money for the project is still 
coming in, and as of 9 a.m. yesterday, donations totaled $39,262 - 
leaving the group only $738 short of their goal.

“The community has really responded to 
this effort to help out Mary and her family.

Some Adair County Veterans: 
The Great War, War To End 
All Wars, World War I 



We should all be mindful of our veterans, past and present, 
and those who yet serve the United States. The next few 
columns will contain brief biographical sketches of some Adair 
Countians who served in various conflicts. The following 
represents the men who served in World War I. Originally 
designated The Great War and the War to End All Wars, the 
conflict became known as the First World War or World War I. 
Though the time of actual service for American soldiers was 
relatively short, compared to the total length of the conflict, 
many Adair Countians served, either states-side or overseas, 
primarily in France. 

This is by NO MEANS a complete list, but is a 
representational list of those who served from Adair County. An 
effort is being made to identify all the veterans of the era who 
were from Adair County, who lived here, and those who left here 
before the conflict and served in other units. 

Any reader who can add names to this or any list of veterans 
is urged to contact me at the above address with information. 

Aaron, Velmer, wounded twice while fighting in France, one 
wound received in fighting around Cantigny; of Denmark post 
office, born 17 October 1890, died 1947, buried Zachary Taylor 
Cemetery, Louisville; son of Ad C. Aaron and Tommie Sparks, 
reared at Crocus, resided later in Taylor County and Louisville; 
teacher in Taylor County and postal employee in Louisville. 

Bailey, Robert Jefferson, Private, 676 Aero Squadron, U.S. 
Army, entered service 1918; born 10 October 1889 Joppa, died 
17 September 1954, Adair County, buried Columbia City 
Cemetery; son of Sid and Mollie Bailey; teacher, Methodist, 
Mason. 

Burbridge, Rollin, stationed at Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia at 
time of death; of Fairplay, born 3 March 1892, died 16 August 
1918 while in service, buried Yates Cemetery near Fairplay. 

Cape, Woodie Alva, of Crocus, received medical discharge, 
stationed at Camp Taylor; born 18 March 1891 Adair County, 
died 12 June 1965 Columbia, buried Cape-Melson Cemetery 
near Cundiff, Adair County; son of George Washington and 
Mary Frances Martin Cape; married Mattie Morrison, had issue; 
farmer, timber man. 

Conover, Arvin, Private First Class, Machine Gun Company, 
18th Infantry, KY; left for camp in February 1918; born 9 June 
1893, died 5 March 1958, buried Nalley-Bennett Cemetery, 
Adair County. 

Dudley, Bryan, SEA2, US Navy; born 17 October 1896, died 
7 February 1975, Adair County, buried Columbia City Cemetery. 

England, Millard Lee, private, served in France, in Battle of 
Chateau Thierry; received gun shot wound “above heart” 20 July 
1918; of Red Lick; died 29 April 1964 Adair County, age 69. 

Feese, George Lee, Company D, 9th Machine Gun Battalion, 
served in France; stationed at Camp Shelby, Mississippi as of 
April 1918, entered service in September 1917; of Cane Valley; 
died 22 March 1976, age 80, Taylor County. 

Flowers, Woodruff James, Sr., physician, 1st Lieutenant, US 
Army, Surgeon; born 6 October 1883, died 3 August 1966, 
Columbia, buried Columbia City Cemetery. 

Giles, Fred, Private First Class, Spec 5, Training Battery 4, 
Camp Knox, KY; service beginning May 1919; re-enlisted 20 
May 1922 for three years at Camp McClellan, Alabama, 
Corporal, Head Quarters Det. & CTN, 9th Field Artillery 
Battalion; born Casey Creek. 

Grant, Loren, Private, Company I, 17 Infantry, stationed at 
Camp Meade, Maryland as of August 1918; born Eunice, Adair 
County. 

Hancock, Robert M., Private, Battery A, 5th Regiment Field 
Artillery, Repl Dep; born 8 September 1889 Cane Valley, died 25 
December 1954, Barren County, buried Columbia City 
Cemetery. 

Hardwick, Oren Gwin, born 3 April 1891, died 27 December 
1967 Adair County; son of Ocellous and Geriah Winfrey 
Hardwick Helm, Willie V., Private, 306 Aero Service Squadron, 
US Army, entered service in April 1918; transferred to Camp 
Green, NC, then to Garden City, Long Island, New York as of 
August 1918, prior to being shipped to France; wrote to Adair 
County News from England in October 1918. 

Judd, Thomas Allen, received medical discharge in September 
1917; however, seems he was in better health in July 1918 when 
he was accepted for service; son of J.H. Judd, brother of Romie 
Judd. 

Kessler, Daniel C. “Ches”, injured in the Battle of the 
Argonne Forest, France, 1918; died 13 June 1967 Adair County, 
age 72. 

Leftwich, Cassius F., Private, Battery A, 142nd Field Artillery; 
served in France; born Milltown, Adair County. 

Lewis, Elliott Nordie, Private, Battalion B, 68th Field 
Artillery; entered service August 1918, stationed at West Point, 
KY as of November 1918; son of F.A. Lewis of Chance in Adair 
County, twin brother of F.C. Lewis; [four brother were drafted 
into WWI service]. 

Loy, Millard, Private, U.S. Army; born 22 May 1892 
Gadberry, Adair County, died 2 December 1978, buried 
Columbia City Cemetery.

From the Desk of_ 

Attorney General Jack Conway 


Since 2007, nearly nine million homes have been lost to 
foreclosure. Banks foreclosed on nearly 67,000 homes in 
Kentucky since the height of the mortgage foreclosure 
crisis in 2008. This crisis brought our country to its knees 
and turned the American dream into a nightmare for 
families in every community in our country and our 
Commonwealth. 

As you may recall, my office was part of the national 
foreclosure settlement announced earlier this year between 
state attorneys general and the nation’s five largest banks. 
Our participation in this historic settlement secured $58 
million to provide direct and immediate assistance to 
Kentucky families and communities affected by the 
mortgage foreclosure meltdown. 

Nearly $39 million of the settlement is available to 
homeowners who faced foreclosure and had loans with 
Bank of America, JP Morgan Chase, Wells Fargo, Citi and 
Ally/GMAC. An independent administrator is allocating 
this money to consumers who qualify for refinancing, loan 
write downs, debt restructuring and/or payments of up to 
$2,000. For more information on qualifying for this 
segment of the settlement, visit our website 
www.ag.ky.gov<http://www.ag.ky.gov> . 

On July 30,1 announced the allocation of the remaining 
$19.2 million of this settlement to help create affordable 
housing, revitalize abandoned or vacant properties and to 
assist Kentuckians who have lost their homes. 

Keeping this money was no small task. During the 
budget process in Frankfort, I fought to make certain that 
his money went to consumers and communities; 
communities like Louisville, which has seen more than 
17,200 foreclosures since 2008. 

I was pleased to be joined by Mayor Greg Fischer at the 
press conference announcing the distribution of $1.5 
million to the City of Louisville, of which $750,000 will 
go to the Vacant and Abandoned Property Initiative and 
will be matched in part by the Bloomberg Foundation. This 
will help rehab vacant properties and return them to use 
and the property tax rolls. An additional $500,000 will go 
toward the Targeted Demolition Program to address blight, 
and $250,000 to the Affordable Housing Trust Fund for 
housing grants to increase access to affordable housing for 
low to moderate income families. 

Of course, this isn’t just a problem in Louisville. It’s a 
problem across the Commonwealth. That’s why $7.5 
million of the settlement is designated to assist federally- 
supported housing programs that cover all of Kentucky’s 
120 counties through the Kentucky Housing Corporation. 
Three million of that allocation will go to the 
NeighborWorks Alliance, which will leverage matching 
grants for an additional $7.5 million, to assist with the 
purchase and rehabilitation of existing properties, purchase 
and rehabilitation of affordable rental properties, and 
purchase of mortgages to restructure payment in an effort 
to allow homeowners to retain properties. Three million 
dollars will establish a down payment pool and closing 
cost assistance pool for owners who want to purchase 
vacant or foreclosed properties. The remaining $1.5 
million goes to KHC’s Homeownership Protection Center, 
which will fund 19 Kentucky Housing Corporation 
approved counseling agencies that provide foreclosure 
prevention and pre-purchase counseling. 

I am pleased that we were able to identify agencies that 
can match our settlement dollars with other grants, 
allowing us to maximize the settlement to help even more 
Kentuckians. 

Additional allocations include: 

• $250,000 to each of Kentucky’s four regional Legal 
Aid Centers to help homeowners who are going through 
the foreclosure process or seeking to avoid foreclosure. 

• $5 million to the Office of the Attorney General to 
assist consumers and investigate mortgage and securities 
issues. This includes potential litigation regarding 
Mortgage Electronic Reporting Systems (MERS) 
involvement in wrongful foreclosures. 

• $4 million to update the Kentucky All Schedule 
Prescription Electronic Reporting Program (KASPER). 
Money will be used to enhance software to ensure 
compliance with House Bill 1; Kentucky’s newly enacted 
prescription drug abuse law. 

• $150,000 to the Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. Funds will provide lead abatement through the 
Division of Public Health. 

As part of this settlement, all of the agencies receiving 
funds must report to my office monthly with details on 
how they are spending the money. 

This settlement is about providing second chances. It’s 
about communities fighting back, and it’s about fighting 
for Kentuckians who don’t have a voice.

Church. Co-coordinators Terry 
Partin and David Jones began 
the expo as a way to bring the 
latest in hunting and fishing 
equipment and supplies to Adair 
County and area outdoorsmen 
and women so they wouldn’t 
have to travel to a large city. In 
its brief history, the SCKO Expo 
has already grown to become the 
largest one-day event of its kind 
in the state.

Two State Championships 
To Be Held At Outdoor Expo

When South Central 
Kentucky Outdoor Expo co¬ 
founders Terry Partin and 
David Jones decided to have 
an amateur turkey calling 
contest at last year’s event, 
the main purpose was to give 
local turkey hunters a chance 
to show off their skills. 

However, after word of the 
contest spread, they began 
getting calls about the 
possibility of holding a 
National Wild Turkey 
Federal (NWTF) sanctioned 
contest. 

After talking and meeting 
with NWTF officials at the 
state and national levels, the 
SCKO Expo wound up with 
not just a sanctioned calling 
contest, but the Kentucky 
State Turkey Calling 
Championships. And, if that 
wasn’t enough, the NWTF 
also awarded the expo the 
Kentucky Still Target Shoot 
Championships. 

Both events will take place 
during the Expo on Saturday, 
Aug. 18. The turkey calling 
contests will be held at Adair 
County High School, the site 
of the expo, while the still 
target shoots will be held at 
the Adair County 
Sportsman’s Club. 

“These are tremendous 
events for us to be able to 
host,” David Jones said. 
“Since the winner of the 
Kentucky State 

Championship earns the 
right to compete in the 
World Champion Turkey 
Calling Contest (to be held 
next February in Nashville), 
we’ll have turkey callers 
coming from all over 
Kentucky as well as several 
other states, and they’ll be 
the best of the best.” 

Some of the callers who 
will be competing include 
Shane Hendershot, senior 
division grand national 
champion for 2012; Jesse 
Martin, grand nation head- 
to-head champion for 2012; 


and Mark Six, the reigning 
Kentucky state champion. 

While the champions will 
compete in the top classes, 
there are also classes for 
local callers as well as youth. 
Championships will be 
decided in six different 
classes, and a total of $2,200 
in prize money plus three 
shotguns will be awarded. 

The six classes are: 
Kentucky Open 

Championship, Kentucky 
State Championship, 

Friction State Open, Owl 
Hooting Open, 16 to 20 
Year-Old Open and 15 and 
Under Youth Open. 

Entry fees for the contests 
will range from $50 for the 
Kentucky Open to $10 for 
the 15 and Under Youth 
Open. 

Terry Partin described the 
Kentucky Still Target Shoot 
Championships as being 
akin to the “old turkey 
shoots that used to be very 
popular around here. 

“Participants shoot with a 
shotgun at a target 40 yards 
away,” he explained. 
“There’s a three-inch circle 
on the target, and whoever 
puts the most pellets in the 
circle advances to the next 
round. This goes on until a 
champion is crowned.” 

Jones said the still target 
shoot is expected to attract a 
number of top shooters from 
across the state, including 
Adair County native Steve 
Conover, who is a nine-time 
national champion. 

There will be six different 
classes in the still target 
shoot, including classes for 
youth and local hunters. 

The classes are: 12 Gauge 
Open, 12 Gauge Black 
Powder Muzzle Loader, 20 
Gauge Open, 20 Gauge 
Ladies Open, 20 Gauge 
Jakes Open (age 17 and 
under) and 12 Gauge Hunter 
(amateur, unaltered gun). 

The winners of the 12 
Gauge Open and 20 Gauge 
Open classes will qualifty to 


compete in the World Still 
Target Shoot Championships 
that will be held in 
Edgefield, SC. 

Championship trophies 
and other prizes will be 
awarded to the winners of 
each class. There is no entry 
fee, but shooters will be 
charged $5 per shot. All 
shooters must shoot the same 
shell, and shots are 
furnished.

candidacy papers earlier. 

In a telephone interview, 
Wright said he decided to seek 
the judgeship because he felt it 
was time for a career change. 

“I’ve been doing this (serving 
as Commonwealth Attorney and 
Assistant Commonwealth 
Attorney) for 14 years,” Wright 
said. “I felt like I had to make a 
decision as to whether I wanted 
to spend my entire legal career 
as Commonwealth Attorney, or 
make a change.

Wright’s withdrawal from the 
Commonwealth Attorney’s 
election leaves no one else 
seeking the position. Since the 
filing deadline was early in the 
year, candidates will have to be 
nominated for the position.

(Community Development 
Block Grant) they are not 
eligible to apply for the grant for 
the floodwall at this time. The 
city will be working together 
with the Lake Cumberland Area 
Development District on the 
project and their function will 
primarily be administrative. 

The grant will have no real 
effect on the city’s budget, as all 
money brought in will be paid 
out, but the city will not have to 
dip into other funds to finance 
the construction, an issue 
brought up by council members 
Craig Dean and June Parson. 
Robert Flowers assured his 
fellow council members that the 
issue has examined very closely, 
and he is confident no budget 
shortfalls will result from 
building the floodwall. “We’ve 
looked it all over,” said Flowers. 
“It’s going to be done very 
thorough.” Flowers made a 
motion for approval and Tony 
Grider seconded. 

In other business at Monday’s 
meeting the council: 

• Heard from Brent 
Billingsley, partner and CPA at 


Campbell, Myers, & Rutledge, 
the proposed auditing firm for 
the 2011-2012 audit. After 
Craig Dean asked about the 
firm’s ability to complete the 
audit in adequate time, 
Billingsley said, “We audit other 
cities and we understand 
[promptness] is a concern of all 
of our clients.” 

Billingsley explained his 
firm’s expertise, saying that they 
audit three different city 
governments, two electric 
companies, and multiple water 
and sewage districts. June 
Parson made the motion to hire 
the auditing firm and the motion 
carried unanimously. 

• Appointed Bill Troutwine to 
the Airport Board, to replace 
Alan Reed. Superintendent 
Reed recently resigned to focus 
solely on his new role in the 
school system. Troutwine’s 
term will expire in 2015. 

• Gave first reading to an 
ordinance amending the city’s 
budget for the 2012-2013 fiscal 
year, accounting for additional 
grant money. The estimated 


year-end fund balance remained 
at $550,401. 

•Approved the municipal aid 
co-op program contract for the 
2012-2013 fiscal year. 

•Heard an update about the 
Utility Commission from Robert 
Flowers. “Town’s a mess right 
now,” Flowers remarked, 
addressing the work being done 
to replace asbestos lined water 
lines. “But it’s been a great 
project.” 

•Heard from Tony Grider 
about the Parks and Rec Board 
and new activities on slate for 
the Jim Blair Center. Grider 
commented on the work being 
done to the softball field, 
adding, “We’re hoping to get a 
tournament going in the next 
few weeks.” Mayor Harris 
thanked Grider for the work of 
the Parks and Rec Board and 
said that things are looking 
better at the Jim Blair Center by 
the day. 

•Approved the minutes from 
the July 2nd council meeting. 

All council members were 
present for the meeting. 


Fifteen Die On Kentucky Roadways 
Last Week (July 30 through Aug. 5) 


Preliminary statistics* 

indicate that 15 people died in 
15 separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, July 30 through 
Sunday, Aug. 5, 2012. 

Twelve of the victims were 
traveling in motor vehicles and 
eight were not wearing seat 
belts. One was the result of a 
crash involving the use of 
alcohol. 

Two of the fatalities were 
riding motorcycles. One was 
not wearing a helmet and one 
was the result of a crash 
involving alcohol. 

One of the fatalities was 
riding an ATV and was not 
wearing a helmet. 

Two single-fatality motor 
vehicle crashes occurred in 
Fayette Co. Single-fatality 
motor vehicle crashes also 
occurred in the following 
counties: Carlisle, Daviess, 

Hardin, Harlan, Harrison, Hart, 
Madison, Marion, Ohio, Pike 
and Rockcastle. One motorcycle 
fatality occurred in Henderson 
Co. and one in Jefferson Co. 

Through Aug. 5, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 437 
people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 


2012. This is 19 more than 
reported for this time period in 
2011. Of the 349 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 198 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Of the 50 
motorcycle fatalities, 27 were 
not wearing a helmet. Three of 
the four ATV fatalities were not 
wearing a helmet. Thirty-two 
pedestrians, one scooter/moped 
rider and one bicycle rider have 
been killed. A total of 71 
fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. 


Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, 
location, direction of travel and 
license number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report 
any crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in their 
areas. 


KSP Charges Casey County Man with 
Crimes Related to Child Pornography 

A Casey County man was arrested on charges related to child 
pornography Wednesday after Kentucky State Police served a 
search warrant at his home. 

Franklin G. Clark, 29, is charged with two counts of distribution 
of matter portraying a sex performance by a minor and 20 counts of 
possession of matter portraying a sex performance by a minor. He 
was lodged in the Casey County Detention Center. 

Clark was arrested as the result of an ongoing undercover 
Internet Crimes Against Children investigation that originated in 
Utah. Investigators with the Utah Attorney General’s Office 
arrested a man in January who was using the Internet to exchange 
images and videos depicting the sexual abuse of children. During 
the investigation it was determined that the man had been trading 
images with someone in Bethelridge, Ky. 

The investigation resulted in the execution of a search warrant at 
Clark’s residence on August 1, 2012 by the KSP Electronic Crime 
Branch and KSP Post 15-Columbia units. Equipment used to 
distribute and possess child pornography was seized and taken to 
KSP’s Forensic Laboratory for examination.

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Kentucky Sports Radio Visits Columbia

Over 40 blue-clad Kentucky fans gathered Monday morning 
at Burger King to watch a live broadcast of a radio show that 
touched on subjects ranging from Kentucky football, Tom 
Crean’s twitter faux pas, celebrity gossip, and free teeth 
cleaning. 

Welcome to the world of Kentucky Sports Radio, and the 
goofy genius of KSR founder Matt Jones. KSR started in 2005 
as a blog Jones and a few friends put together to talk about UK 
sports, and has since exploded as one of the most successful 
“new media” ventures in the country. “We were first in a lot of 
ways,” explained Jones. “People got used to us - if we started 
today we probably wouldn’t be nearly as successful.” 

The success Jones has found is nearly unprecedented. Despite 
graduating from law school at Duke, he has put his legal career 
on the back burner to focus all of his energies on KSR. At a time 
when the internet is saturated with start-up blogs trying to find a 
niche covering sports, KSR has become the most popular place 
to go for UK sports news. He’s become a media titan while still 
remaining something of a media outsider. 

What sets Jones apart is his complete disregard for objectivity. 
Even though he has a popular blog, his own radio show, has 
contributed pieces to espn.com, regulary appears on television, 
both locally and on the World Wide Leader, he has remained 
more fan than media. “People know where I come from,” Jones 
said. “It’s easier just to be honest [about biases].” 

Jones unabashed fanhood has drawn scorn from more 
traditional media outlets, but has endeared him to the Big Blue 
fan base similar to the way Oscar Combs did decades ago when 
he started the Cat’s Pause. “This is a fan show,” stated Jones. 
“Even more than other shows, we only exist because of the 
fans.” 

It wouldn’t take much more than a glance around Burger King 


Monday morning to see exactly what Jones was talking about. 
The audience consisted of fans young and old, men and women, 
girls and boys, die-hard Cat fans, and curious bystanders who 
just happened to want some food and were drawn in by the 
spectacle. “I don’t know what you’re talking about, but I sure 
enjoy it,” one woman remarked to Jones during a break. 

The show in Columbia was the fifth stop on a statewide tour 
Jones is on, visiting various affiliates and interacting with fans. 
His show is typically broadcast out of Louisville. “[Visiting 
various towns] provides some good content,” said Jones. “I like 
going to small towns anyway.” 

The fact that fans can relate to and identify with Jones has 
allowed him to take a novel approach to his web site and radio 
show. Being the owner of his site doesn’t hurt either. He does 
not have to restrict himself in any way. His criticisms and 
praises do not have to be filtered through an editor or abide by 
any other protocol most media members are subjected to. If he 
wants to interview Joker Phillips while barefoot, not a problem. 
If he wants to spend a segment of his radio show talking about 
the latest celebrity breakup, not a problem. His lack of self¬ 
seriousness is one of his greatest assets. 

With all his success, it would be easy for Jones to embrace his 
own celebrity, to chase a more prestigious position, and to lose 
touch with the fan base. He insists this won’t happen. “I’m not 
jaded at all,” said Jones. “When I talk to Coach Cal, I still get 
excited.” 

As long as this remains the case, Jones will always have an 
audience. As one member of the audience Monday remarked 
after the show, “Matt Jones has become the mouthpiece for the 
Kentucky fan base.” 

Jones’ radio show can be heard Monday through Friday on 
93.5 WAIN’s AM affiliate or through iheartradio.com, a link to 
which is posted on kentuckysportsradio.com every morning.

Farm Service Agency 
Announces Continuous 
Sign-up for CRP Highly 
Erodible Land Initiative 

John W. McCauley, State Executive Director for the Kentucky 
USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA), announced that continuous 
sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under the 
Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. 

Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to enroll in 
the HEL CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state 
acreage allocation limit is reached or September 30, 2012 
whichever occurs first. 

“CRP is a voluntary program that has protected environmentally 
sensitive land for more than 25 years,” said McCauley. “This 
initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons 
per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that expire on 
September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not 
considered expiring CRP will not be considered eligible,” he said. 

Producers can stop by the local County FSA office to determine 
if their land qualifies for the Highly Erodible Land Initiative and to 
receive additional location-specific details. 

Landowners enrolled in CRP receive annual rental payments and 
cost-share assistance to establish long-term, resource conserving 
covers on eligible farmland. Incentive payments are not authorized 
under this initiative. 

New land contracts approved during this continuous sign-up 
initiative will become effective the first day of the month following 
the month of approval and are valid for 10 years. 

CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be 
offered for consideration and approved contracts will become 
effective October 1,2012, and are also valid for 10 years.

Taking care of your lawn during Fall is as important as it is 
during Spring and Summer, even more so for lawns with cool- 
season grasses such as Kentucky Bluegrass and Tall Fescue. Nearly 
all fertilizers and broadleaf herbicides should be applied in the Fall, 
and it is by far the best time to renovate (seed) lawns. 

Now is a great time to take a soil test to determine nutrient and 
soil pH levels. Fertilizing your lawn in the Fall will help it grow 
stronger, thicker and greener. Cool-season grasses should be 
fertilized with nitrogen in late October and again in four to six 
weeks. 

If broadleaf weeds such as clover, dandelion, plantain and 
chickweed are growing in your lawn, Fall is the best time of year to 
get them under control. Almost all broadleaf weeds can be 
controlled selectively in turfgrass by applying a three-way mix of 2, 
4-D, MCPP and Dicamba. This mix is sold in many garden centers 
under a variety of trade names. There are also other mixes on the 
market but generally are not as effective. For the best results, apply 
the mix on any relatively warm day in October or November. 

Summer’s stresses often take a toll on your lawn. The best time 
to reseed your lawn is from late August through October. Because 
the goal is to get the seed in close contact with the soil, it is 
recommended that you first remove surface debris and 
mechanically groove the soil. This is easier done by traversing the 
lawn with a dethatching machine that can be rented at many rental 
centers. Seed a turf-type tall fescue at a rate of 5 to 6 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. To avoid uneven application, spread half the seed 
horizontally across the lawn and the other half vertically. The best 
and quickest results are obtained if the seeded areas can be kept 
moist until the seeds germinate. 

Remember to continue mowing your lawn as long as the grass is 
growing. You might want to lower the height in the fall to 1.5 to 2 
inches. This tends to keep the grass greener longer in the winter and 
will help the lawn to green up earlier the next spring. It might even 
help increase turf density.
